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MINUTES  OF  1965  TOWN  MEETINIG 


At  a  legal  meeting  above  notified  and  held  at  the 
School  building  in  Greenland  N.H.  on  Tuesday,  March 
9,  1965,  at  8  o'clock  in  the  evening,  the  meeting  was 
opened  with  a  salute  to  the  flag,  led  by  Girl  Scout 
Joan  Bennett,  Boy  Scout  Richard  Henderson,  and  Cub 
Scout  WiPiam  Tebbetts,  following  which  the  Invoca- 
tion was  given  by  the  Rev.  Clayton  Reed.  The  Town 
Warrant  was  then  read  by  Moderator  John  Brackett. 

Articles  land  2  —  By  non-partisan  ballot  cast 
from  10  a.m.  to  6  p.m.,  the  following  officers  were 
elected  and  sworn  in  by  Moderator  John  Brackett, 
as  announced  by  Town  Clerk  Bonnie  L.  Tebbetts. 

Town  C!erk,  Bonnie  L.  Tebbetts;  Selectman,  G.  New- 
ton Weeks  for  three  years;  Treasurer,  Constance  Sy- 
phers  (Sworn  in  by  Town  Clerk)  ;  Tax  Collector,  An- 
drew R.  Schools;  Highway  Agent,  W.  Richard  Weeks; 
Auditors,  Herman  W.  Parker  and  Frank  E.  Wirling;  Li- 
brary Trustee,  Thornton  Weeks  for  three  years;  Trus- 
tee of  Trust  Funds,  Everett  WT.  Bennet  Sr.  for  three 
years. 

Also  sworn  in  were  the  following  appointed  officers: 
Chief  of  Police,  Paul  Hart ;  Deputy  Police,  Robert  Suth- 
erland Jr.;  Keneth  Price;  Special  Fire  Police,  A.  Dun- 
can Brackett  (Sworn  in  by  Town  Clerk)  ;  Fire  Chief, 
Franklin  P.  Durgin;  Deputy  Fire  Chiefs,  Willard  Ben- 
nett Jr.  and  Kenneth  N.  Fernald ;  Deputy  Tax  Collector, 
Barbara  Schools  (to  serve  without  pay) ;  Health  officer, 
Frank  M.  Marshall;  Director  of  Civilian  Defense,  Col. 
George  L.  Prindle ;  Building  Inspector,  Roy  K.  Fernald ; 
Water  Board,  Frank  J.  Lane  for  three  years;  Planning 
Board,  Glen  F.  Harvey  for  five  years;  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment, Paul  C.  Hughes  for  three  years. 
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Article  3  —  Town  charges  were  explained  by  Select- 
man George  Go  wen,  after  which  he  moved  the  town 
vote  to  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same.  The  estimated  amount  for 
town  charges  being  $25,609.00.  Motion  seconded  by  Ja- 
rib  Sanderson.  Passed. 

Article  4  —  Herman  Parker  moved  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  building,  repair  and  mainte- 
nance of  highways  and  bridges  $6,000.00  for  summer 
work  and  $4,500.00  for  winter  work.  Motion  seconded 
by  Roland  Parent.  Passsed. 

Article  5  —  Motion  was  made  by  Glen  Harvey  that  the 
town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not  exceeding 
$2,600.00  providing  the  State  contributes  on  a  3  to  1 
basis,  for  a  State  Aid  Reconstruction  project.  This  is 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  Great  Bay  Road,  start- 
ing about  three  tenths  of  a  mile  from  route  101,  near 
Mrs.  Trueman's  corner,  to  the  intersection  of  Dear- 
born Road,  a  distance  of  approximately  one  half  mile. 
Motion  seconded  by  Sumner  Patten,  Passed. 

Article  6  —  Motion  by  Roland  Parent  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $114.93 
against  the  States  $766.20  for  construction  and  main- 
tenance of  Class  V  roads.  Motion  seconded  by  James 
Hague.  Passed. 

Article  7  —  In  answer  to  a  question  asked  by  James 
Hague  as  to  the  money  raised  for  the  care  of  trees 
was  used  for;  Newton  Weeks  explained  it  was 
used  for  spraying  for  beetles  and  moths.  After  dis- 
cussion by  James  Hague  and  Mrs.  Mildred  Hazzard 
that  the  money  should  be  used  to  care  for  all  trees, 
trimmed,  pruned  etc.,  rather  than  just  spraying,  Roland 
Parent  moved  the  town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $450.00  to  be  used  for  the  care  of  all  trees, 
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the  Selectmen  to  determine  the  needs.  Motion  second- 
ed by  George  Gowen  and  passed. 

Article  8 — Russell  Rolston  moved  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  support 
of  the  Weeks  Public  Library,  motion  was  seconded  by 
Herman  Parker  and  passed. 

Article  9  —  Everett  Bennett  Sr.  moved  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  care 
of  cemeteries.  Violet  Chisholm  seconded  the  motion 
and  it  was  passed. 

Article  10  —  Motion  made  by  Bert  Adair  that  the  town 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for 
the  care  of  parks  and  playgrounds.  Seconded  by  Donald 
Ladd.  Passed. 

Article  11  —  Franklin  Durgin  moved  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  for  the  obser- 
vance of  Memorial  Day.  Seconded  by  Angelo  Valzania 
and  passed. 

Article  12  —  Ronald  Demo  asked  for  explanation  and 
reason  for  supporting  the  Seacoast  Regional  Assoc. 
Herman  Parker  told  how  the  Assoc,  worked  through 
publicity  and  promotion  by  assisting  all  towns  in  the 
Seacoast  Region;  also  speaking  in  favor  of  the  con- 
tinued support  was  Paul  Hart  and  James  Hurst.  Rus- 
sell Rolston  then  moved  the  town  vote  tor  aise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $175.00  for  the  Seacoast  Re- 
gional Development  Assoc,  for  publicity  and  promo- 
tion as  authorized  by  state  statute.  Seconded  by  Paul 
Hart  and  passed. 

Article  13  —  G.  Newton  Weeks  moved  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $50.00  to  provide  re- 
gistration fee  at  the  University  of  N.H.  for  a  person 
designated  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  enroll  in  the 
special  course  on  Regional  Development  and  Economic 
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Growth.  Mr.  Weeks  felt  a  member  of  the  Planning 
Board  should  receive  this  course  and  named  Glen 
Harvey  as  possible  choice.  Motioned  seconded  by  Paul 
Hughes  and  passed. 

Article  14  —  Upon  request  by  Bert  Adair,  G.  Newton 
Weeks  explained  Article  14.  Andrew  Schools  moved 
the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  on  short  term  notes  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  Se- 
conded by  Donald  Ladd  was  passed. 

Aritcle  15  —  Arron  Masters  moved  the  town  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  Selectmen  to  administer  or  dispose  of  any 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  town  through  Tax  Collect- 
or's deeds.  Seconded  by  Paul  Chase.  Motion  passed. 

Article  16.  The  motion  was  made  by  Herman  Parker 
after  he  had  exp'ained  the  work  already  acccomplished 
by  the  water  board  and  of  their  future  plans  of  a 
continued  water  program,  that  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  apropriate  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  to  be  used  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Water  Board  and  approved  by  the 
Selectmen,  toward  the  further  development  of  the 
water  system  in  the  town  of  Greenland.  Seconded  by 
W.  Richard  Weeks.  Passed. 

Article  17.  Russell  Rolston  moved  the  town  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  purchase 
from  Mrs.  Natalie  Bunker  a  piece  of  land  on  Riverside 
Dr.  This  piece  is  approximately  50  feet  wide  and  215 
feet  deep  from  the  Drive  to  Winnicut  River  and  is  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  public  access  to  the  River.  Se- 
conded by  Roland  Parent  and  passed. 

Article  18.  James  Hague  moved  the  town  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $600.00  for  the  purchase 
of  IV2  inch  hose  for  the  Fire  Dept.  Seconded  by  Arron 
Masters.  Passed. 
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Article  19.  Frances  Gage  moved  the  town  vote  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  as  town 
roads  any  roads  which  may  be  completed  during  the 
year,  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Town  Planning 
Board,  constructed  in  accord  with  required  specifica- 
tions and  approved  as  the  construction  by  the  Town 
Road  Agent  and  the  land  on  which  said  roads  are  locat- 
ed deeded  to  the  Town.  Such  approval  by  the  Select- 
men shall  be  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk.  Seconded 
by  Roland  Parent.  Passed. 

Article  20.  Russell  Rolston  moved  the  meeting  be  ad- 
journed. Seconded  by  Jarib  Sanderson.  Meeting  ad- 
journed 9  :16  p.m.

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing. 

(The  polls  will  open  at  10:00  a.m.  and  will  close 
no  later  than  6:00  p.m.  to  elect  Town  Officers.  Dis- 
cussion and  action  on  the  other  articles  in  the  war- 
rant will  take  place  in  the  evening,  beginning  at  8:00 
p.m. 

2.  To  hear  the  report  of  the  Town  Clerk  on  the 
result  of  your  ballot  in  the  election  of  Town  Officers. 

3.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same.  The  estimated  amount  for 
town  charges  is  $27,896.50. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  building,  repair,  and 
maintenance  of  highways  and  bridges.  The  estimated 
amount  is  $6,000  for  summer  work  and  84,500  for 
winter  work. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will. vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  not  exceeding  $3,000  providing  the  State 
contributes  $8,000  for  a  State  Aid  Reconstruction  pro- 
ject. This  is  to  relocate  a  section  of  Great  Bay  Road; 
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starting  on  Route  101  just  opposite  Willowbrook  Ave. 
to  cut  a  new  road  across  the  Merrill  Farm  and  join 
Great  Bay  Road  at  a  point  near  where  the  new  con- 
struction began  last  year,  a  distance  of  approximately 
1,500  feet. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $129.72  against  the  State's  $864.77 
for  construction  and  maintenance  of  Class  V  roads. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  8450  for  the  care  of  trees. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  81,500  for  the  support  of  the  Weeks 
Public  Library. 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  SI, 000  for  the  care  of  cemeteries. 

10.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200  for  the  care  of  parks  and 
playgrounds. 

11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $50  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day. 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300  for  the  Seacoast  Regional  De- 
velopment Association  and  the  Seacoast  Regional  Plan. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $200  for  the  Portsmouth  -  Kittery 
Armed  Services  Committee  to  assist  them  in  maintain- 
ing a  full  time  representative  for  the  Portsmouth 
Naval  Shipyard. 

14.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  borrow  money  on  short  term  notes  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired 
by  the  town  through  Tax  Collector's  deeds. 

16.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  accept  as  Town  roads  any  roads  which 
may  be  completed  during  the  year,  which  have  been 
approved  by  the  Town  Planning  Board,  constructed  in 
accord  with  the  required  specifications  and  approved 
as  to  construction  by  the  Town  Road  Agent,  and  the 
land  on  which  said  roads  are  located  deeded  to  the 
Town.  Such  approval  by  the  Selectmen  shall  be  re- 
corded with  the  Town  Clerk. 

17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $6,000  to  be  used  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Water  Board  and  approved  by  the  Selectmen, 
toward  the  further  development  of  the  water  system 
in  the  Town  of  Greenland. 

18.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  S600  for  the  purchase  of  hose  for 
the  Fire  Department. 

19.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  piece  of  land 
adjacent  to  and  in  the  rear  of  the  fire  house  property. 
The  purchase  price  and  the  necessary  legal  expenses 
not  to  exceed  $150. 

20.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum,  not  to  exceed  $16,500  to  construct  an 
addition  to  the  Fire  House.  This  will  provide  addi- 
tional room  for  the  Fire  Department  and  some  room 
for  the  Town  Officers.  Such  sum  to  be  raised  through 
the  issuance  of  ten  serial  notes,  payable  one  each  year 
under  and  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  and  amendments  thereto,  and 
to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  issue  and  ne- 
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gotiate  such  notes  and  to  determine  the  time  and  place 
of  payment  thereof  under  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  they  deem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  town. 

21.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  R.  S.  A.  Chapter  36-A  to  establish  a  con- 
servation committee  for  the  promotion  and  develop- 
ment of  the  natural  resources  of  the  town  and  to 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  commission  of 
five  members  to  administer  and  exercise  the  powers 
conferred  by  said  Chapter. 

22.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  legally  may 
come  before  this  meeting.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 


We  believe  that  the  project  which  took  a  good  deal 
of  time  this  year  is  quite  evident,  the  removal  of  dead 
trees.  With  the  cooperation  of  the  public  utilities  we 
were  able  to  remove  thirteen  trees.  There  are  several 
more  which  should  be  done  but  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  this  work  had  to  be  carefully  apportioned. 
An  important  decision  is,  whether  we  should  continue 
this  work  or  return  to  a  spraying1  program. 

Many  hours  of  consideration  have  been  given  to  the 
establishment  of  a  town  office  where  the  clerk  might 
be  available  at  regularly  scheduled  hours.  Combined 
with  the  request  of  the  firemen  for  more  truck  space, 
it  seems  advisable  to  recommend  the  enlargement  of 
the  present  fire  station.  We  secured  one  estimate  as  to 
cost  and  this  figure  has  been  placed  in  Article  20  of 
the  warrant,  not  however  with  our  firm  recommenda- 
tion. 

Because  we  were  again  able  to  get  State  Construc- 
tion Aid  we  are  proposing  to  build  a  new  section  of 
road  which  has  been  a  long  standing  request.  There 
will  be  no  cost  to  the  town  for  land  acquisition.  The 
present  narrow  public  road  which  goes  between  a  farm 
house  and  a  barn  has  long  been  a  hazzard  to  the  Mer- 
rill family  and  it  becomes  more  so  as  the  volume  of 
traffic  increases.  The  Great  Bay  area  has  many  win- 
ter residents  as  well  as  a  greatly  increased  population 
in  the  summer  months. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  a  tribute 
to  Mr.  Thornton  N.  Weeks,  who  owned  and  lived  in 
the  Old  Brick  House  the  oldest  brick  house  in  New 
England  and  who  died  on  October  13,  1965.  He  served 
his  town  well  in  many  ways.  Among  the  Town  Offi- 
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cers  his  name  appears  in  the  records  as  far  back  as 
1913  when  he  was  the  highway  agent.  Subsequently 
he  served  as  Selectman,  Supervisor  of  the  Check  List, 
Representative  to  the  General  Court,  Senator  from  the 
24th  district,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was  a  Li- 
brary Trustee,  a  position  which  he  had  held  for  the 
past  twenty-four  years.  The  town  holds  in  esteem  those 
who  in  their  lifetime  have  dedicated  so  much  to  its 
welfare.

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REPORT  OF  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
FOR   YEAR  1965 


During  the  period  from  Jan.  1,  1965  to  Dec.  31,  1965 
the  Fire  Department  answered  a  total  of  35  calls.  Al- 
though this  represented  a  decrease  in  number  of  calls 
as  compared  with  1964  loss  of  properety  increased  as 
compared  with  previous  year. 

In  the  two  major  fires  which  occured  during  this 
period,  one  was  completely  involved  upon  arrival  of 
Dept.  and  efforts  were  concentrated  on  protecting  ad- 
jacent property.  In  the  second  major  fire,  the  Dept. 
with  assistance,  under  Mutual  Aid  Pact  were  able  to 
contain  fire  to  original  building  although  property  re- 
ceived considerable  damages  from  fire,  smoked  and 
water. 

Estimated  value  of  property  involved  in  fires  dur- 
ing the  year  was  set  at  $42,500  with  an  estimated 
loss  of  $10,410.

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REPORT  ON  CIVIL  DEFENSE 


The  primary  purpose  of  Civil  Defense  is  to  insure 
maximum  possible  survival  of  the  American  population 
in  the  event  of  nuclear  attack  and  secondarily  to  act 
effectively  in  the  wake  of  peacetime  disasters.  To  ac- 
complish these  objectives  it  is  necessary  to  inform  the 
community  of  the  hazards  involved  and  means  of  limit- 
ing casualties,  in  order  that  necessary  preliminary  pre- 
ventive measures  may  be  effected.  Your  Civil  Defense 
organization  will  make  several  presentations  during 
1966  for  this  purpose.  In  addition,  the  following  activity 
is  planned  for  1966: 

1.  Investigation  of  town  requirement  for  an  im- 
proved audible  warning  system.  The  present  Fire  House 
siren  covers  less  than  fifty  per  cent  of  town  residences. 

2.  Review  present  town  CD  organization. 

3.  Review  of  present  communication  system  with 
the  intent  of  reducing  time  between  initial  warning 
from  regional  headquarters  to  sounding  of  town  siren. 

Appreciation  is  expressed  to  Col.  George  L.  Prindle, 
USA  (Ret.)  for  his  excellent  performance  as  Director

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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 


There  are  several  developments  pending  that  will  im- 
prove our  police  coverage.  The  primary  problem  is 
communications  between  forces  that  are  available.  I 
have  arranged  with  the  Sheriff's  Department  and  the 
State  Police  to  improve  this  deficiency  and  will  con- 
tinue to  press  for  this  with  your  permission.  Direct 
communications  between  ourselves  and  both  these 
agencies  will  be  an  important  factor  for  all  three. 

Rural  police  coverage  is  very  thin  at  best  and  I 
hope  to  create  a  mutual  assistance  program  through- 
out the  area.  We  cannot  expect  the  state  to  do  our 
job  for  us  but  it  is  quite  evident  that  they  are  willing 
to  join  in  any  cooperative  effort.  I  have  invited  the 
county  law  enforcing  agency  to  Greenland  for  the 
April  meeting  and  am  confident  of  its  success  to  the 
benefit  of  us  all.

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WATER  BOARD  REPORT  1965 


For  the  past  several  years  your  Water  Board  has 
replaced  pipe  of  inadequate  size  and  tried  to  extend 
the  water  lines  into  growing  areas  where  the  owners 
or  developers  helped  with  the  cost  of  the  pipe.  Last 
spring  we  decided  to  purchase  12"  pipe  for  use  on 
Portsmouth  Avenue;  or  if  increased  water  pressure 
made  it  feasible,  to  continue  up  Post  Road  to  Break- 
fast Hill  Road.  Plans  for  the  Portsmouth  Avenue  line 
were  to  go  to  the  Winnicutt  River.  There  was  not 
enough  money  to  complete  either  project,  so  we  voted 
not  to  lay  any  pipe  this  year,  but  to  combine  that 
purchased  in  1965  with  any  we  could  purchase  in  1966 
and  complete  the  most  urgent  project. 

Last  fall  Mrs.  Bunker  requested  water  to  be  ex- 
tended to  the  former  Holmes  place  and  she  agreed  to 
stand  the  cost  of  going  by  the  Haines  Jenny  Station. 
This  cost  was  estimated  at  S400.00  and  upon  our  recom- 
mendation, the  Selectmen  authorized  270  feet  of  12 
inch  pipe  to  be  installed.  This  was  done  in  late  fall. 
We  have  12  inch  pipe  on  hand  and  if  the  $6,000.00  re- 
quested in  the  warrant  is  approved,  we  plan  to  con- 
tinue along  Portsmouth  Avenue  and  Post  Road. 

Mr.  Emery  was  appointed  Superintendent  of  the 
Portsmouth  Water  Department  last  fall.  He  has  made 
several  changes  in  the  water  system  and  by  using 
pumps  to  regulate  the  pressure  instead  of  just  the 
height  of  the  standpipe,  he  assures  us  that  we  can 
have  water  all  over  town  without  a  standpipe  on 
Breakfast  Hill  Road. 

We  plan  a  careful  study  of  the  amount  of  pipe  need- 
ed to  have  water  all  over  town.  In  several  discussions 
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it  has  been  the  general  opinion  that  the  job  should  be 
done  in  three  or  four  years  by  a  bond  issue.  Pipe 
costs  have  been  going  up  from  10%  to  15%  each  year. 
The  saving  in  pipe  cost  would  more  than  pay  the 
interest  and  the  savings  to  the  property  owners  in  re- 
duced insurance  rates  would  help  offset  any  increase 
in  taxes. 

Donald  Ladd  resigned  from  the  Water  Board  last 
December.  He  has  been  a  member  for  several  years 
and  Secretary  of  the  Board  for  the  last  four  years. 
His  interest  and  help  will  be  missed.  Robert  Hussey 
has  been  appointed  to  fill  out  the  remainder  of  the 
term.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


Most  of  us  who  live  in  New  Hampshire  and  the 
thousands  of  vacationists  that  visit  us  every  year  love 
the  State  for  the  variegated  woodlands  that  encircle 
our  clean  lakes  and  clothe  the  hills  and  mountains. 
Most  of  us  appreciate  these  values,  but  still  there 
were  enough  careless  people  among  us  to  cause  over 
880  g*rass  and  woodland  fires  to  start  in  1965.  True 
this  was  a  much  dryer  than  normal  year  but  this 
should  have  meant  the  use  of  extra  care.  Fortunately 
the  fire  fighting  forces  have  held  the  line  against  such 
careless  acts.  It  is  up  to  each  one  of  us  to  be  ever 
mindful  that  a  spark  or  flame  is  a  potential  fire. 

WE  MUST  ALL  BE  CAREFULL: 

1.  To    teach    our    children    the    danger    in    lighting 
matches. 

2.  To  never  discard  lighted  smoking  material  from 
a  car  or  while  walking  through  fields  or  woods. 

3.  To   safely   despose   of   rubbish  preferably   at  the 
town  dump.  If  you  must  burn  rubbish  or  brush : 

a.  Always  get  a  permit  to  burn  from  the  warden. 

b.  Start  your  fire  late  in  the  day  after  5:00  p.m. 

c.  If  burning  a  field  or  brush  have  equipment 
and  adequate  held  on  hand.  The  heat  from 
your  fire  creates  its  own  draft  to  spread  fire. 

Our  carelessness  with  fire  is  costing  our  State  and 
Towns  thousands  of  wasted  dollars  in  suppression  and 
hundreds  of  acres  of  destroyed  woodlands.  Yours  never 
to  enjoy.

I  herewith  submit  my  eighteenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  May  I  express  my  sincere 
thanks  to  each  member  of  the  Greenland  School  Board, 
supervisors,  teachers,  the  Parent-Teacher  Association 
and  citizens  for  their  cooperation  during  the  year. 

The  school  year  1965  -  1966  opened  with  the  following 
teaching  staff:

Mrs.  Janet  Layton  replaced  Mrs.  Eleanor  Henry,  who 
retired  after  several  years  of  competent  service,  as 
teacher  of  music. 

Mrs.    Virginia    Holder  was    employed  as  the    school 
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nurse  for  the  school  districts  of  Kensington,  Newfields, 
Stratham,  Greenland  and  East  Kingston.  Exeter  now 
employs  Miss  Shea  and  Miss  Jean  as  school  nurses. 

The  enrollment  as  of  December  23  was  as  follows : 

Grade  1  41  Grade  5  34 

Grade  2  36  Grade  6  33 

Grade  3  46  Grade  7  33 

Grade  4  36 

This  is  a  total  of  259  as  compared  to  232  on  a  corres- 
ponding date  a  year  ago. 

With  the  return  of  grade  7  pupils  this  year  and  grade 
8  pupils  next  year,  there  are  good  reasons  for  depart- 
mentalizing the  program  for  grades  5-8.  One  reason 
is  that  each  teacher  would  teach  the  one  area  of  the 
curriculum  for  which  she  is  best  prepared.  This  should 
result  in  better  teaching.  Another  reason  would  be  that 
each  pupil  would  have  several  teachers  instead  of  one 
teacher,  a  situation  which  should  provide  for  easier  ad- 
justment upon  reaching  high  school.  As  the  enrollment 
increases  in  each  grade,  it  may  be  possible  to  do  some 
grouping  of  students  according  to  interests  and  abilities. 

The  Elementary  and  Secondary  Education  Act  of 
1965  provides  funds  for  most  school  districts.  Title  2  of 
the  Act  provides  $8000.00  for  Supervisory  Union  16  to 
purchase  library  books  and  materials  and  audio-visual 
materials.  These  must  be  shared  by  all  of  the  schools, 
both  public  and  private,  in  the  union.  An  application  list- 
ing the  materials  desired  was  submitted  early  in  Decem- 
ber. 

Title  1  of  the  Act  provides  funds  for  approved  pro- 
grams for  educationally  deprived  children  for  those 
districts  which  are  eligible.  Eligibility  is  based  upon 
the  number  of  families  in  a  school  district  whose  income 
was  less  than  S2,000.00  a  year  according  to  the  1960 
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Census  and  upon  the  number  of  welfare  cases  for  depen- 
dent children  in  1962. 

Mrs.  Laura  Allen  and  Mrs.  Dorothy  Booker  furnish 
the  children  with  a  very  good  noon  meal  under  the  Hot 
Lunch  Program. 

Mr.  John  Odiorne  performs  his  work  faithfully  as 
school  custodian. 

I  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  of  school  personnel 
and  to  the  tables  which  follow.  I  urge  you  to  read  them 
so  that  you  may  have  a  fuller  understanding  of  what 
the  school  is  doing  for  the  young  people  of  your  com- 
munity.

The  school  year  1965  -  66  is  similar  in  many  respects 
to  the  1956  -  57  year ;  construction  crews  are  again  at 
work.  However  these  men  are  much  less  evident  than 
were  their  predecessors.  School  has  not  been  disturbed ; 
for  which,  these  men  are  to  be  commended. 

Parallel  readers  have  been  introducted  into  the  lower 
grades  primarily  to  aid  slower  readers.  Those  students 
can  have  more  reading  at  a  lower  level  without  having 
to  re-read  the  basic  texts.  The  seventh  grade  has  a  new 
literature  book  which  contains  a  variety  of  material. 

The  new  math  series  has  been  extended  to  the  sixth 
grade.  All  grades  in  the  school  are  now  using  a  modern 
text  in  mathematics. 

Because  of  the  construction,  we  have,  unfortunately, 
been  forced  to  do  without  the  school  library.  That  the 
library  was  a  vital  part  of  our  school  has  been  reflected 
in  the  poorer  quality  of  papers  prepared  by  the  pupils. 
Research  facilities  are  valuable  additions  to  any  school 
program.  All  of  us  will  be  happy  to  have  our  library 
back  in  operation. 

The  construction  also  has  delayed  the  start  of  the 
PTA  playground  equipment  program.  New  equipment 
is  to  be  purchased  as  soon  as  conditions  permit. 

A  social  studies  survey,  featuring  an  afternoon-even- 
ing workshop  for  teachers,  is  underway.  We  hope  to  up- 
date and  increase  the  value  of  our  teaching  in  this  field. 

In  spite  of  the  transfer  of  Air  Force  personnel,  our 
school  enrollment  is  not  declining  as  yet.  There  have 
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been   enough   new   pupils   enter   to   balance   the   with- 
drawals. 

The  hot  lunch  program  has  been  excellent.  Approxi- 
mately 175  meals  are  served  daily.  The  number  of  pupils 
eating  hot  lunches  combined  with  the  number  of  pupils 
bringing  cold  lunches  created  a  space  problem  in  the 
cafeteria.  Therefore,  the  pupils  in  the  first  four  grades 
who  bring  cold  lunches  are  eating  in  a  classroom  under 
the  supervision  of  one  of  the  teachers.  Next  year  will 
probably  see  the  institution  of  staggered  lunch  periods. 

At  this  time,  I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation 
to  the  School  Board,  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Super- 
visory personnel,  Faculty,  Parents,  and  all  other  associ- 
ated with  this  school  for  their  cooperation  and  support.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 


To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  School  Health  Service  is  designed  to  serve  the 
physical  and  emotional  health  needs  of  all  children  in 
the  school  system  —  collectively  and  individually;  and 
to  promote  an  awareness  among  parents  of  these  needs 
and  of  available  help  through  this  department. 

The  School  Nurse  offers  leadership  and  guidance  to 
the  development  and  maintenance  of  the  health  pro- 
gram. 

Following  are  some  of  the  health  services  included 
in  the  Greenland  Central  School  Health  plan  this  year. 

Maintaining  individual  records  of  heights,  weights, 
vision  and  hearing,  physical  examinations,  histories 
of  immunizations  and  diseases,  and  any  special  notes. 

Vision  and  hearing  testing,  physical  examinations 
and  urinalyses,  grades  1,  3,  and  5,  and  all  referred. 

Follow-up  of  physical  examination  findings.  If  par- 
ents are  not  present,  communications  (personal  or  by 
letter)  must  be  made.  Also,  conferences  with  the  Prin- 
cipal and  Teachers  in  relation  to  physical  examinations, 
visual  or  hearing  losses  or  other  apparent  problems. 

Referrals  for  special  services :  crippled  children ; 
sight  conservation ;  hearing ;  mental  health ;  speech ; 
dental,  etc. 

In  general,  Dental  Health  has  been  highlighted  in 
the  schools  through  demonstrations,  clinics  and  educa- 
tion. The  importance  of  dietary  fluorides  for  all  chil- 
dren up  to  age  9,  has  been  emphasized.   Our  Dental 
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Hygiene  Clinic  sponsored  by  the  Greenland  Parent- 
Teachers  Association,  in  cooperation  with  the  State 
Department  of  Health  will  begin  in  March. 

Pre-school  clinics,  Speech  clinics.  We  hope  to  have 
a  part  time  therapist  in  our  school  next  year. 

Health  Education  —  Through  education  only  ,can 
we  expect  most  favorable  returns  from  our  efforts  to 
establish  good  understanding  and  practices  of  health, 
hygiene,  and  safety.  Available  through  the  State  De- 
partment of  Health,  the  University  of  N.  H.,  and  other 
sources,  are  films,  filmstrips  and  various  helpful  aids 
to  enrich  the  health  education  curriculum.  We  endeavor 
to  present  these  in  conjunction  with  special  class  units 
at  a  time  when  our  material  will  be  most  meaningful 
to  the  students. 

Our  needs  are  simple  but  real.  The  importance  of 
a  pre-school  clinic  for  vision  screening  of  children 
aged  3  to  6  years  cannot  be  overemphasized.  An  all 
out  effort  will  be  made  this  spring  to  promote  active 
community  participation  in  a  program  for  testing  vis- 
ion of  very  young  children.  Success  here,  will  depend 
largely  upon  the  time  contributions  of  5  or  6  helpers 
in  each  community. 

May  I  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  the  in- 
dividuals and  the  organizations  who  have  helped  in  so 
many  ways  to  make  this  a  successful  and  productive 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

The  purpose  of  music  in  the  classroom  is  to  give  each 
child  a  better  understanding  of  the  mechanics  as  well  as 
making  the  students  aware  of  the  enjoyment  that  can  be 
had  in  its  performance.  This  enjoyment  will  be  carried 
from  the  classroom  to  the  school  chorus,  to  the  high 
school  performing  groups,  and  on  into  the  community, 
social  and  church  organizations.  I  hope  to  awaken  in 
each  a  love  of  music  and  a  curiosity  to  learn  more  about 
it. 

I  try  to  correlate  the  songs  with  the  social  studies  at 
each  grade  level,  and  teach  about  different  countries 
and  their  people  through  their  music. 

Music  will  often  times  give  a  student  an  outlet  for 
achievement  that  often  times  the  otherwise  slow  stu- 
dent can  be  successful  in.  Music  also  provides  a  safe  and 
construction  outlet  for  aggressions. 

In  the  classroom  we  do  a  great  deal  of  work  with  the 
mechanics  of  music,  rhythms,  melodies,  sightsinging, 
creative  work,  solo-singing,  accompaniment,  and  musi- 
cal expression.  In  the  upper  grades  we  do  more  theory, 
the  instruments  of  the  orchestra,  and  some  study  of  the 
history  of  music,  its  forms  and  styles,  and  composers. 

This  year  we  have  a  competitive  performing  chorus 
that  consists  of  students  from  grades  five,  six,  and 
seven.  As  well  as  being  an  excellent  musical  experi- 
ence, this  group  will  give  the  students  poise  and  self- 
confidence,  and  give  them  an  opportunity  to  learn  to 
work  together  as  a  team.  We  gave  a  Christmas  pro- 
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gram  this  year,  and  hope  to  give  two  more  before  the 
end  of  the  year. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  everyone  for  the  help  and  co- 
operation that  I  have  received  in  my  first  year  in  the 
Greenland  school  system.
